Unfortunately, the site 
security provided by Hyde 
has regularly been breached, 
therefore their dialogue with 
planners includes proposals 
to demolish the existing 
building at the earliest 
possible opportunity. In 
the meantime, Hyde are in 
the process of arranging 
for the site to be tidied as a 
matter of urgency. Hyde have 
advised Royal Greenwich 
that they anticipate building 
works to commence in 
spring, 201 3, with the entire 
redevelopment completed by 
late March, 2015. 


Weedy welcome to the borough... 


IT was good to read about the 
borough getting a thorough 
clean-up in Greenwich Time, 
but what about one of the 
first/last roads in the borough 
- Mervyn Avenue? The weeds 
and high grasses growing 
through the pavement gaps 
and kerbs are now looking 
ridiculous, (see attached 
photograph).

Over 1,000 
kilometres of footways have been 
treated with a tried and tested 
weed-killer. This programme 
covers the whole borough and, in 
most roads, the results have been 
good. 

In general, the weeds have died 


within a couple of weeks and 
been removed. We're sorry that 
Mervyn Avenue was one of the 
small number of roads where 
this was not the case. The area 
received additional treatments in 
July and many of the weeds will 
have been removed as we go to 
print. In order to stop the weeds 
growing back, further treatments 
will be carried out this month, as 
well as later in the year. 

We will continue to monitor 
the contractor's performance 
carefully.

Parking restricted 


RESTRICTED parking will begin in 
the royal borough this Friday (July 
27), for the Olympic and Paralympic 
Games. 

The plans are designed to prevent 
roads around the three Olympic venues 
becoming clogged with spectators’ 
vehicles - while at the same time enabling 
local people to carry on life as normally 
as possible. 

More than 22,000 people have applied to 
Games organisers LOCOG for Games time 
parking permits. Existing visitor parking 
vouchers within the areas involved will 
not be valid during the Games. 

However, a printing error means that 
some visitor parking permits which 
state ‘Existing CPZ’ are incorrect. These 
are being replaced with permits which 
specify a designated parking zone. 

Residents should automatically receive 
a letter and replacement permits from 
LOCOG by Wednesday (July 25). 

If not residents should call the LOCOG 
‘check it’ number on 0300 111 2012. 

Signs have been going up on lampposts 
in the areas affected, warning that 
vehicles parked illegally may be towed 
away. This has caused concern with some 
residents who were worried the signs

would invalidate their parking permits. 
The royal borough is reassuring residents 
that the warning signs do not affect 
anyone with a valid Royal Borough of 
Greenwich parking permit or a special 
games time temporary parking permit. 

Residents, businesses, and other 
people who might need parking 
permits for visitors, and who have 
not yet applied, should do so quickly 
via LOCOG’s special website at 
www.2012gamesparkingpermits.com 

People will be able check their postcode 
to see if they live or work in a restricted 
parking area during Games-time and 
find out how to apply for a permit. 
Alternatively people can call the ‘check 
it’ line on 0300 111 2012.

THE new temporary one-way system in 
Greenwich town centre, implemented 
to help Olympics traffic to flow more 
smoothly, went live yesterday (July 23). 

The royal borough's Games lanes, which 
give priority to athletes and officials, will 
come into effect from tomorrow (July 
25). Both the A102 and a short section of 
Shooters Hill Road east of the Sun in the 
Sands pub at Blackheath, will be affected. 
Other sections of the A2 will also have 
special lanes for Games traffic. 

On Friday the new parking controlled 
zones will begin operation. 

Greenwich now has a clockwise gyratory 
system, using Greenwich High Road 
westbound only, Norman Road northbound 
only, Creek Road eastbound only and then 
one-ways in College Approach - which is 
reduced in width, King William Walk and 
Nelson Road. This one-way system will be 
in place until Monday, September 9.

to traffic, and there is no right turn for 
vehicles coming out of the side roads along 
Greenwich High Road, including Stockwell 
Street, Royal Hill, Greenwich South Street 
and Langdale Road. 

Road closures are also now in place in 
both Ha Ha Road and Repository Road in 
Woolwich. Buses are being diverted, and a 
new temporary bus service is running from 
Chislehurst through Eltham to access the 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital. 

The temporary road changes have been 
drawn up by Games organisers LOCOG 
after taking account of feedback from 
residents and businesses. They were agreed 
by the royal borough after checking that 
they balanced local needs against the 
smooth running of the Games.

ELEVEN - year-olds from 
Greenwich are in the top 
quarter of the country’s 
primary school results. 

Recently received figures for Key 
Stage 2 - the tests in English and 
Maths taken by eleven year olds 
before they leave for secondary 
school - show that Royal 
Greenwich pupils are achieving 
well above the national average. 

Last year’s results were the best 
ever for the royal borough - but 
provisional figures provided by the 
Department for E ducation indicate 
that Royal Greenwich pupils 
have performed even better. 

Overall 85 per cent of the 
borough’s 11 -year-olds are 
achieving the ‘expected 
standard’ in English and Maths, 
compared to 78 per cent last 
year which was higher than the 
national average of 74 per cent. 

For children reaching an above 
average level, the rate has risen from 


21 per cent last year to 31 per cent - 10 
per cent above the national average. 
Cllr Jackie Smith the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for children’s 
services, said: “These results are a 
reflection of the strong partnership 
between the royal borough, school 
leaders, teachers, pupils and 
parents. They are also proof that 
our primary school improvement 
strategies are working .” 

Woolwich Polytechnic has been 
given an early birthday present as 
it looks forward to its centenary 
next year. 

The boys school is the first 
secondary in the country to 
receive a new schools award. 
The Exceptional School award 
is a quality mark of excellence 
among outstanding schools and 
is presented by the Best Practice 
Network, a group of education 
experts which advises schools. 

“The award is something that 
schools must be invited to apply for. 




We were invited for our exceptional 
OFSTED reports and our many 
publicised achievements,” said 
co-headteacher Tim Plumb. 

The school in Hutchins Road, 
Thamesmead, is one of only three 
in the country to receive the award 
launched earlier this year. 

Mr Plumb told GT: “It is down 
to a combination of hardworking 
students and a very talented and 
committed team of staff that work 
hard and have high ambitions. 
In some schools you have people 
that go the extra mile, but at 
Woolwich Poly everyone goes the 
extra mile”. 

Year 10 student Abhyas Giri said: 
“The teachers are always pushing 
us and motivating us to do more 
and push ourselves.” 

Fellow Year 10 pupil Adam 
Adebiyi added: “It is great being 
from a school where pupils have 
been offered places at Cambridge 
and other top universities.”

A Blackheath primary school has 
been given top marks by school 
inspectors. 

Brooklands, in Medebourne Close, is 
now classed as ‘outstanding’ in all its 
five inspection categories, including 
quality of teaching, the behaviour and 
safety of pupils, and their achievements. 

Ofsted inspectors rated the school as 
needing special measures four years 
ago. Just one year later, it had improved 
and was judged ‘satisfactory’. And now 
it has achieved the top grades following 
a two-day inspection in May. 

The Ofsted inspectors said: “This is 
an outstanding school. Senior leaders, 
members of the governing body 
and staff successfully drive lasting 
enhancements to the quality of the 
school’s work. They ensure the school 
continues to improve swiftly and meets 
ambitious targets. Since the previous 
inspection, pupils’ attainment has risen 
sharply and is above average. 

“Pupils have exceptionally positive 
attitudes to learning. They behave 
outstandingly well in lessons and 
around the school because adults make 
their expectations consistently clear 
and provide excellent role models. 

“Pupils feel extremely safe in school 
and have a very clear understanding 
about keeping themselves safe from 
harm.” 

Brooklands’ headteacher Nick 
Osborne, who joined the school two 
years ago, said he thought his staffs 
motivation and enthusiasm had been

behind the improvements. This has 
brought about a fun working environment 
where children are enthusiastic and want 
to learn. Examples include fair-trade 
cafes, Victorian days, Olympic-themed 
events, a living Egyptian museum, 
building shelters, storytelling days, 
African dancing, and an international 
week. 

He told GT: “It’s great to know that after 
all the hard work and effort from everyone 
at Brooklands we have been recognised 
as the first school in Greenwich to reach 
Outstanding across the board under the 
new schedule.

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Police warn residents of new credit card scam 
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POLICE are alerting royal borough residents to 
a new credit card scam which has so far been 
used to defraud at least 1 5 people. 

Victims are contacted by phone by someone 
claiming to be from their bank, and are told 
that their debit or credit cards are being used 
fraudulently to make a number of costly 
purchases. 

The victim is told to call the number on the 
back of their bank card, but when the victim 
puts the phone down to dial their bank's 
number, the suspect, who has not hung up 


from the previous call, keeps the line open. 

The scammer subsequently talks again with 
the victim, this time pretending to be the bank 
operator. Then the victim is asked to confirm 
details including pin numbers. The suspect 
explains to the victim that the fraudulently 
used bank cards will need to be placed in an 
envelope and will be picked up by a courier to 
be delivered back to the bank. 

A taxi firm, unaware of the scam, is called to 
pick up the envelope from the victim's address. 
PC Natalie Hilsden said: "If a fraud involves one 


of your cards, the bank can simply cancel the 
card - there is no need for anyone to know your 
pin or collect your card from you. I would urge 
everyone to stay vigilant". 

The MET has produced a comprehensive 
fraud prevention booklet entitled. The Little 
Book of Big Seams'. The guide provides the 
reader with advice on how to reduce the 
chances of them being parted from their 
money.

She now plans to create 
a Zen garden, join an art 
class, continue to make 
greetings cards and make 
patchwork quilts - and 
finish all the art projects 
marked “when I retire”.

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.

In a few days the largest sporting event in the world is 
conning to the UK - the Olympic and Paralympic Games. 
The Olympic Games will run between 27 July - 1 2 August 
and the Paralympic Games will take place between 
29 August - 9 September. 


As visitors from all over the world come to 
Games venues, you can expect roads and 
public transport to be much busier than usual. 

The London Organising Committee of the 
Olympic Games and Paralympic Games 
(LOCOG), Transport for London (TfL) and 
partners have been working closely together 
to host a great Games and keep London 
moving. 


The information here will help you understand 
where the transport network will be busiest 
and how your journey could be affected. 

We suggest you keep this pull-out guide 
somewhere safe so that you can refer 
to it whenever you need. You can also 
find more information by visiting 
GetAheadoftheGames.com.

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Venues in Greenwich 

There are three Olympic and Paralympic 
venues in Greenwich: 

- Greenwich Park will host the Equestrian 
and Modern Pentathlon events. 

- North Greenwich Arena will host Artistic 
and Trampoline Gymnastics, Basketball 
and Wheelchair Basketball events. 

- The Royal Artillery Barracks will host 
Shooting, Paralympic Shooting and 
Paralympic Archery events. 

Each venue will operate on different dates 
and will have its own arrangements for 
spectators who will mainly arrive in the 
borough using public transport. For detailed 
information about each venue and local 
area traffic management in place around 
it, please visit Iondon2012.com.

Traffic management plans 

We have put traffic and parking plans in place around 
each of the venues. These plans prioritise parking for 
local businesses and residents, manage the increase in 
traffic and improve safety and security for all. The key 
points are detailed below. 

Greenwich Town Centre 

There are daily sessions at Greenwich from mid- 
morning to around 5pm. The busiest of these is the 
cross-country event on Monday 30 July, when 50,000 
spectators are expected at the venue. 

- The introduction of a one-way system in Greenwich 
Town Centre from 23 July - 9 September. Creek 
Road will be closed to westbound traffic and 
Greenwich High Road closed to eastbound traffic 

- Closure of Charlton Way to general traffic between 
7 July - 6 Sept 

- Closure of The Avenue and Blackheath Avenue in 
Greenwich Park until 1 October 

The Avenue will reopen on: 

- 8 September for pedestrians 

- 8 September for cyclists - two access only between 
6am-8.30am and then from 5.30pm to Park closing 
times 


The Royal Artillery Barracks 

- Ha-Ha Road and Circular Way will be closed 
between 7 July - 1 9 September 

- Repository Road will be closed daily from 6am-8pm 
between 1 6 July - 6 August to all traffic including 
cyclists and pedestrians 

From 22 August - 6 September, it will be closed to 
all traffic but open to cyclists and pedestrians during 
those times 

- No right turn from Woolwich New Road into Grand 
Depot Road (A205) 

North Greenwich Arena 

The following will be in place from 27 July - 

9 September inclusive: 

- No stopping restrictions on Boord Street eastbound 

- Access to Millennium Way North of Edmund Halley 
Way restricted to Games vehicles and Tunnel Avenue 
access only. All other vehicles will follow diversion 

- Right turn from Edmund Halley Way to Millennium 
Way restricted to all vehicles

The Olympic and Paralympic Route Networks 
(ORN and PRN) 

The ORN/PRN is a network of roads 
connecting venues, accommodation and 
transport hubs across London and will be 
open to all general traffic. 

A number of temporary road changes will 
be in place to ensure reliable journeys for 
athletes and officials. 

In Greenwich, the ORN/PRN will include 
the use of Blackwall Tunnel Approach, Sun 
in the Sands roundabout, Shooters Hill Road, 
Charlton Park Lane, Maze Hill Park Row and 
Park Vista. These roads will contain a number 
of measures including suspended bus stops 
and changes to parking and kerbside 
restrictions. 

Some sections of road on the ORN/PRN will 
also have a designated Games Lane. These 
will be clearly signposted and will only be 
available for use by accredited vehicles 
including athletes, officials, media and 
emergency vehicles when in blue light 
operation. The adjacent lane will be open 
to general traffic. 

Vehicles that load, park or stop illegally on 
the ORN/PRN will be removed and will face 
a £1 30 Penalty Charge Notice (PCN). 

To avoid being issued with a PCN, motorists 
should not drive in the Games Lanes when 
they are operational. They will be easily 
identifiable by clear markings on the Lanes 
and signs along the roadside which will 
also show the hours of operation. 

Parking 

During the Olympic and Paralympic Games, 
a local resident and business parking 
protection area will be in operation in 
Greenwich to discourage spectators from 
driving parking near venues. For more 
information about how this will operate 
please visit Iondon2012.com/localaccess 
andparking or 201 2gamesparkingpermits.com. 

The temporary parking controls will operate 
from 27 July - 9 September, between 
8.30am-7pm from Monday to Sunday. 


Changes to public transport 

Some North Greenwich and Greenwich 
stations and lines will be particularly busy 
during the Games. You can minimise 
disruptions to your journey by avoiding these 
stations at the busiest times and planning your 
journeys. Some bus services will operate more 
frequently and some route diversions will also 
be in place. 

Station operations 

Maze Hill station 

Maze Hill station will have a reduced train 
service during the Games. 

Services to London - A normal morning peak 
service will be in operation. But no trains will 
stop between 1 2.00 and 2 1 .45 during the 
week, and 1 2.00 to 20.29 at weekends. 

Services from London - No trains will stop 
between 06. 1 3 and 12.13. A normal 
evening peak service will be in operation. 

Westcombe Park 

Westcombe Park station will have a reduced 
train service during the Games. 

Services to London - There will be a reduced 
morning service to London from Westcombe 
Park from 07.30 until 09.00. 

Services from London - There will be a reduced 
train service from London Cannon Street. 

Charlton station 

Charlton will have the same service as 
usual, but with a few additional services for 
spectators. Passengers are advised that the 
station and services will be very busy 
throughout each day of the Games. 

Greenwich station 

Greenwich station is a key station serving 
Greenwich Park. 

Southeastern is running some additional 
services to and from Greenwich during the 
Games for spectators. To cope with large 
numbers of passengers, Southeastern and 
Docklands Light Railway (DLR) passengers 
will be directed through different entrances 
and exits than normal. 


The southbound DLR platform will be exit-only 
in the mornings. At other times, southbound 
passengers must access the station via 
Greenwich High Road and Waller Way. 
Northbound passengers will need to enter 
the station via Tarves Way. 

There will be significant queues for both 
Southeastern and DLR services in the 
evenings and it will be busy with people 
changing platforms. 

Cutty Sark DLR 

Cutty Sark station will be required to close 
at specific times during the Games, as it 
does not have sufficient capacity to handle 
the expected exceptionally high volume of 
people safely. 

The station will be closed following times: 

- Thursday 2 August - Thursday 9 August, 
between 7am-8pm 

- Saturday 1 1 August - Sunday 1 2 August, 
from 1 2pm until end of service 

- Thursday 30 August - Tuesday 
4 September, all day 

Woolwich Dockyard station 

This station will be closed from Saturday 
28 July - Sunday 1 2 August. 

Blackheath station 

Blackheath will operate the usual service 
with extra services for spectators. Passengers 
are advised that the station and services will 
be very busy on Dartford-bound services in 
the morning and London-bound services in 
the evening. 
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Bus operations 

There will be changes to some bus routes in 
the Greenwich area during the Games. In 
some cases this will mean a more frequent 
service to increase capacity, the need to use 
bus stops differently near venues or involve 
route diversions. 

Buses in Greenwich town centre 

In Greenwich town centre buses will be 
diverted eastbound to accommodate a 
one-way system from Greenwich South Street 
through Greenwich High Road, Norman 
Road and Creek Road. Norman Road is not 
currently served by buses. This change is 
required to ensure the safety of pedestrians. 

This is a summary of some of the changes to 
services in the area. Full details can be found 
at www.GetAheadoftheGames.com. 

- Routes 1 20, 1 77, 1 80, 1 88 1 99 and 386 
will be diverted eastbound to accommodate 
a one-way system in Greenwich town centre 
and the pedestrianisation of Church Street. 

- 199 will be diverted northbound from 
Greenwich South Street via Greenwich 
High Road and Norman Road. 

- Route 286 will be diverted using Greenwich 
High Road, Norman and Creek Road. 

- Route N1 will be diverted to accommodate 
a one-way system in Greenwich town centre. 

Bus routes in Woolwich 

Some buses in Woolwich will be diverted 
because Ha-Ha Road will be closed while the 
Royal Artillery Barracks is used as a venue. 
Repository Road will also be closed on event 
days between 6am-8pm. 

The following diversions will be in place while 
Ha-Ha Road is closed and the Royal Artillery 
Barracks is used as a venue: 

Route 161 will when Repository Road is open 
and Ha-Ha Road is closed, the 161 will be 
diverted via Repository Road. 

This means it will serve Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital but not Grand Depot Road. 

This will apply 7-1 5 July, 7-20 August and 
7-1 9 September. 


When Ha-Ha Road and Repository Road are 
both closed, the route will run directly along 
Academy Road at Woolwich Common. This 
will apply 1 6 July - 6 August and 2 1 August 
- 6 September inclusive. 

A temporary bus route will operate when 
Repository Road is closed, to maintain direct 
links between Queen Elizabeth Hospital and 
Chislehurst (see route 561 for full details). 

Route 178 when Repository Road is open, the 
route will divert via Repository Road and not 
use Academy Road and Grand Depot Road. 
This will apply 7-15 July, 7-20 August and 
7-1 9 September. 

When Repository Road is closed, the route 
will run to Queen Elizabeth Hospital as 
normal, but double-back via Baker Road 
as Ha-Ha Road is closed. It will then run 
via Shooters Hill Road, Academy Road and 
Woolwich Common. This will apply 1 6 July— 

6 August and 2 1 August - 6 September 
inclusive. 

Route 291 will be diverted due to the 
closure of Repository Road. From John Wilson 
Street, the route will run via Grand Depot 
Road, Academy Road, Shooters Hill Road 
and Baker Road to reach Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital. This will apply 1 6 July - 6 August 
and 2 1 August - 6 September inclusive. 

Route 386 towards Woolwich, will run to 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital via Baker Road 
as normal, doubling back to Shooters Hill 
Road then through route 244 to Herbert Road 
if Woolwich Common is closed, or through 
Academy Road to Woolwich Common, if not. 
The service will use the same diversions in 
reverse towards Lewisham. 


Route 469 will divert using Repository Road 
(when open), avoiding Academy Road and 
Grand Depot Road. This will apply on 7-15 
July, 7-20 August and 7-19 September. 

When both Ha-Ha Road and Repository Road 
are closed, the diversion from Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital will be through Stadium 
Road, Baker Road, Shooters Hill Road, 
Academy Road and Woolwich Common. 

Route 486 will be diverted through Charlton 
Park Road and Cemetery Lane. Cemetery 
Lane is not currently served by buses. 

Route 561 will offer a temporary bus service 
from Chislehurst to Queen Elizabeth Hospital. 
This service will operate between 1 6 July - 
6 August and 2 1 August - 6 September. 

Bus routes near North Greenwich Arena 

At North Greenwich Arena, buses will enter 
the bus station using Edmund Halley Way, 
rather than Millennium Way. This change 
will be required while the Arena is a secure 
venue. This change will affect route 108 
and 1 88. 

Buses in Blackheath 

The 53, 380 and 386 are diverted away 
from Tranquil Vale during the Games.
